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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 1-2, 4-8, 10-14, 16-46, 50-55. 

Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 3, 9, 15, 47-49 are allowed. 
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Applicant's certified foreign translation has entitled the Applicant to his foreign priority date and 
therefore the Examiner's prior rejection based on Yamazaki et al ('887) is overcome. 

In reference to claims 3 and 47, Miyashita et al (Japanese publication 10-153967) teaches a 
device comprising: 

a pixel portion having a plurality of gate wirings (Fig. 7 (5 1 1), a plurality of source wirings 
(Fig.8( 601)) intersecting said plurality of gate wirings (Fig.8 (602)), a plurality of banks (Fig.6 
(405) provided over said plurality of gate wirings (Fig.7 (511)), at least one thin film transistor 
surrounded by said plurality of gate wirings and said plurality of said source wirings (page 8, 
[0135, 0141], and an EL element electrically connected to said thin film transistor (page 8, 
[0135], 0139-0140]), wherein said pixel portion comprises a plurality of pixel rows (502, 503, 
504) divided along said plurality of banks (Fig.7), and wherein said plurality of pixel rows 
comprise a first pixel row in which a red light emitting layer is formed (502), a second pixel row 
in which a green light emitting layer is formed (503), and a third pixel row in which a blue light 
emitting layer is formed (504) and wherein each of the plurality of pixel rows comprises at least 
one pixel and a light emitting layer covering the one pixel (Fig.7 502, 503, 504)). 

However, Miyashita et al fails to teach nor suggest Applicant's additional claimed limitation 
wherein each one of the plurality of pixel rows comprises at least two pixels and a light emitting 
layer covering the two pixels. Consequently, claims 3 and 47 contain allowable subject matter. 
The remaining claims are dependent upon claims 3 and 47 and act only to further narrow the 
allowable subject matter and therefore all claims are in condition for allowance.
